President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  85023  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"(c)  On  or  before  July  20  in  each  year,  the  governing  board  shall 
make  such  changes  in  the  tentative  budget  as  it  deems  necessary  or 
desirable  and  shall  return  the  budget  to  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools.   Such  budget  shall  constitute  the  publication  budget  for 
the  period  to  which  it  is  intended  to  apply.   A  copy  of  this  publi- 
cation district  budget  shall  be  sent  to  the  county  auditor  in  such 
form." 

To  meet  the  budget  calendar  and  the  procedures  prescribed  in 
California  Education  Code,  the  Publication  Budget  is  submitted  for  adoption 
on  July  7,  1981. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED: 

PART  1  -  ADOPTION  OF  PUBLICATION  BUDGET 

Section  1  -  That  the  Publication  Budget  1981-82,  as  submitted  on 

Community  College  District  forms  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  be  and  is  hereby  approved  as  the  Publication  Budget 
1981-82  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  in  the 
amounts  and  for  the  purposes  listed  below;  further,  that  any  action 
taken  by  the  Governing  Board  at  its  meeting  of  July  7,  1981  shall 
be  incorporated  herein;  and  further,  that  a  copy  of  such  budget 
with  modifications  shall  be  placed  in  the  official  files  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board:

Section  2  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  Publication  Budget  1981-82  as  adopted  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  and  to  the  forms 
required  by  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  making  such  additions, 
deletions,  corrections,  revisions,  and  adjustments  as  necessary 
provided  they  are  within  the  purposes  and  amounts  of  the  budgets 
adopted  on  Community  College  District  forms; 
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Section  3  -  That  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  entries  on  the 

official  State  forms  are  estimates  only,  the  Chan- 
cellor Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby 
authorized  to  use  the  latest  available  information  when  preparing 
all  entries  concerning  the  prior  year  (1980-81)  expenditure  and 
income  sections  of  the  budget; 

Section  4  -  That  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  85023(c)  a 

copy  of  the  Publication  Budget  1981-82  be  sent  to 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  County  Auditor 
(San  Francisco  Controller); 

Section  5  -  That  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  85003  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  authorized  to 
advertise  the  Publication  Budget  1981-82  in  the  official  news- 
paper of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  at  least  one 
issue  during  the  period  July  25,  1981  to  July  31,  1981  with  a 
notice  of  public  hearing; 

Section  6  -  That  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  85003  a 

public  hearing  on  the  Budget  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1981-82  shall  be 
held  before  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  commencing  on  Tuesday,  August  4,  1981  at 
7:30  P.M.  in  the  Governing  Board  Meeting  Room,  33  Gough  Street, 
San  Francisco,  California; 

Section  7  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
all  documents  necessary  to  record  the  Publication  Budget  1981-82 
on  the  accounts  of  the  San  Francisco  Controller  and  the  Community 
College  District; 

Section  8  -  That  the  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and 

revenue  enumerated  in  the  Publication  Budget  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  funds  and  departments  indicated  in  the 
Publication  Budget  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenditure  appropria- 
tions provided  in  the  Publication  Budget.   The  amounts  of  proposed 
expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  funds  and  departments 
as  enumerated  in  the  Publication  Budget.   Each  department  for  which 
an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made  is  hereby  authorized  to 
use,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for 
the  purpose  specified  in  the  Publication  Budget. 

PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1  -  That  the  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appro- 
priated, being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or 
revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent 
upon  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business 
to  review  revenue  estimates  monthly.   If  such  revenue  estimates 
indicate  a  shortage,  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice

Chancellor,  Business  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount 
of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  until  the  collec- 
tion of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured. 

Section  2  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
any  transfers  necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account  classifica- 
tions or  to  effect  any  changes  in  accounts  made  necessary  by  changes 
in  the  method  of  expenditures  within  the  purpose  of  the  appropria- 
tion; that  where  the  Governing  Board  has  authorized  a  lump  sum 
appropriation  for  a  program  or  a  project,  transfers  to  subsidiary 
appropriations  as  required  by  City  and  County  or  State  budgetary 
practices  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 
Chancellor,  Business;  that  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for 
Contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only 
by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
of  the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section 
85200;  that  transfers  between  major  budget  classifications  shall 
be  made  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code 
Section  85200;  and  that  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts 
within  a  single  major  classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business. 

Section  3  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to 
expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  the  position;  second, 
to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code 
Section  85200  and  expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for 
personal  services;  and  third,  to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  California  Education  Code  Section  85200  and  expend  from  any  other 
available  budgeted  funds  for  lump  sum  payments  to  classified  employees 
upon  death  or  retirement  or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident 
for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service 
Commission  Rule  23,  Section  23.14.1.   Provided,  however,  that  the 
position  held  by  an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum  pay- 
ment will  not  be  filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary  replace- 
ment until  such  lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from  funds 
budgeted  for  personal  services,  and  further  provided  that  in  the 
event  that  said  position  must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so 
filled  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and 
approval  by  the  Governing  Board  of  a  resolution  providing  funds  for 
the  purpose. 

Section  A  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and 

the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving 
funds  and  reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each 
such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  fund  was  established.   The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  here- 
by authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust 
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funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional  requests 
or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  Dis- 
trict shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any 
public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  money, 
there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund 
or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying 
the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for 
which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained 
as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains.   Such 
receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the 
purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt 
was  received. 

Section  6  -  That  permanent  positions  continued  or  created  by  the 

Governing  Board  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased, 
decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Governing  Board.   Funds  provided  in 
the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of 
the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be 
used  to  provide  for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary 
to  replace  a  permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave 
without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
position.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  certi- 
ficated positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  Superin- 
tendent and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  transferred  to  other 
permanent  certificated  positions  when  the  incumbent  of  such  position 
becomes  or  ceases  to  be  a  department  chairperson. 

Section  7  -  That  surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 

permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business  to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the 
appropriation  is  a  part.   Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess  of 
the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  is  for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  adjusting 
the  provision  for  compensation  of  a  permanent  position  wherein  the 
amount  provided  for  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the 
employee,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  the  compensa- 
tion said  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive.   Each  Salary 
Savings  Account  in  excess  of  the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated 
as  revenues  in  the  Adopted  Budget  is  for  the  related  departments 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  retroactive  classified  salaries 
when  salary  rates  are  adjusted  retroactively  by  legislative  action 
of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  San  Francisco 
Mayor  and  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD. 
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Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD 

automobiles  or  trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or  property. 
Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged  equipment  which 
is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to  Miscellaneous  Revenues  of 
the  General  Fund;  provided  that  where  the  property  is  damaged  during 
construction  and  such  construction  is  funded  from  the  Special  Reserve 
Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall  be  credited  to  the  specific  construction 
project  in  the  Special  Reserve  Fund. 

Section  9  -  All  funds  provided  in  the  budget  index  number  8319 
District  Business  Office  -  Contingent  Liabilities, 
account  number  57012  Reserve  for  Judgments  and  Claims  are  "Reserved" 
and  may  be  expended  only  upon  release  of  reserve  by  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Governing  Board.

President  and  Members: 

The  Physical  Education  Department  -  North  Gym  of  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  wishes  Johnny  Scovel  to  provide  drummer's  services  for  the  Physi- 
cal Education  African-Haitian  Dance  classes  for  the  '81-82  school  year. 

Execution  of  this  agreement  with  Johnny  Scovel  is  necessary  because 
of  special  training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of  African- 
Haitian,  African-American,  South  American  and  Caribbean  dances  necessary  for 
the  continued  excellence  of  Physical  Education  500  -  African-Haitian  Dance. 

Mr.  Johnny  Scovel  states  and  declares  he  is  qualified  to  perform  such 
special  services  and  is  willing  to  render  them.

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Basic  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  Program,  students  obtain 
applications  at  high  schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  at  postsecondary 
institutions.   Students  then  submit  the  completed  application  to  the  Basic 
Grants  Processing  Center  in  Santa  Monica,  California.   The  approved  applica- 
tion, then  called  a  BEOG  Student  Eligibility  Report  (SER) ,  is  sent  to  the 
student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the  Financial  Aid  Office  of  the 
postsecondary  institution  of  his  choice.   The  institution  cannot  control  or 
predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who  may  submit  SER's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.   In  the  past,  the  allocation  was  based  on  estimated 
needs  for  the  year  determined  by  previous  year's  expenditures.   If  additional 
funds  were  required,  we  could  file  an  ad  hoc  report  requesting  them.   Presently, 
to  ration  the  fund  more  efficiently,  the  initial  allocation  is  only  a  portion 
of  the  estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental  request  inevitable. 

The  problems  lie  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the  USED 
delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental  allocation  letter  (which 
takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3)  submitting  a  resolution  for 
Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation  before  the  agenda  deadline  date; 
and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and  preparing  and  disbursing  the  checks  to 
the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  this  BEOG 
program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement  program. 
It  is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the  fiscal  year 
1981-82  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 

SB  1352  (Marks)  was  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and  became 
effective  on  January  1,  1981  as  Chapter  1205,  Statutes  of  1980.   The  measure 
defines  various  terms  and  prescribes  procedures  to  be  used  in  establishing 
the  appropriations  limit  of  various  agencies  such  as  community  college  districts. 

Simply  stated,  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  current  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the 
change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capital  personal  income  and  change 
in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows:   "Each  year  the 
governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B 
at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen  days  prior 
to  such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  is  a  legislative  act...." 

The  appropriations  limit  for  1981-82  will  need  to  be  established  at 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  on  August  4,  1981 
and  the  documentation  to  be  used  in  such  determination  will  need  to  be  made 
available  15  days  prior  thereto,  or  on  July  20,  1981.

In  addition  to  advertising  the  Publication  Budget  1981-82  in  the 
San  Francisco  Progress,  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  on  Friday,  July  31,  1981,  a  notice  was  advertised  of  a  Public 
Hearing  on  the  Budget  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1981-82  to  be  held  before  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  commencing  on  Tuesday,  August  4,  1981  at  7:30  P.M.

Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert  the  budget 
adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College  District  forms  to 
the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chancellor,  California 
Community  Colleges;  to  execute,  process,  and  file  all  necessary  docu- 
ments required  by  the  Education  Code,  which  documents  are  made  a  part 
of  this  resolution;  to  place  a  copy  of  all  budget  documents  in  the 
official  files  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board;  and  due  to  the 


V. 
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fact  that  certain  entries  on  the  State  forms  are  based  on  estimates, 
to  use  the  latest  available  information  when  preparing  all  entries 
concerning  the  1980-81  Expenditure,  1980-81  Income,  and  1981-82  Income 
sections  of  the  budget.   Entries  concerning  the  1981-82  Expenditures 
section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  total  proposed  expenditures 
included  in  the  final  1981-82  budget  as  listed  above. 

Section  5  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert  the  budget 
adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College  District  forms  to 
the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San  Francisco  Controller;  to 
execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents,  including  current  and 
subsequent  budget  transfers  as  required  under  the  San  Francisco 
Controller's  procedure,  provided  they  are  within  the  purposes  and 
amounts  of  the  budgets  adopted  on  Community  College  District  forms. 

Section  6  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  withhold  filing  the 
documents  described  in  Sections  4  and  5  above  until  such  time  as  they 
are  legally  required  to  be  filed  with  the  local  and  state  agencies. 
If  after  this  resolution  is  adopted  and  before  the  above  documents 
are  filed,  revenues  in  excess  of  the  amounts  anticipated  in  the 
Adopted  Budget  become  available,  such  excess  revenues  are  budgeted 
and  an  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  in  like  amount  is  also  budgeted. 

PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1  -  That  the  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated, 
being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  which 
may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  to  review  revenue 
estimates  monthly.

Section  2  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  any  transfers 
necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account  classifications  or  to  effect  any 
changes  in  accounts  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the  method  of  expendi- 
tures within  the  purpose  of  the  appropriation;  that  where  the  Govern- 
ing Board  has  authorized  a  lump  sum  appropriation  for  a  program  or  a 
project,  transfers  to  subsidiary  appropriations  as  required  by  City 
and  County  or  State  budgetary  practices  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business;  that  transfers  from 
the  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification 
shall  be  made  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  of  the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  85200;  that  transfers  between  major  budget  classifi- 
cations shall  be  made  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority 
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of  the  members  of  the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Education 
Code  Section  85200;  and  that  other  transfers  between  subordinate 
accounts  within  a  single  major  classification  may  be  made  by  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business. 

Section  3  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to  expend  from  the 
available  funds  budgeted  for  the  position;  second,  to  transfer  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code  Section  85200  and  expend 
from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  personal  services;  and  third,  to 
transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code  Sec- 
tion 85200  and  expend  from  any  other  available  budgeted  funds  for  lump 
sum  payments  to  classified  employees  upon  death  or  retirement  or  separa- 
tion caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits 
in  accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule  23,  Section  23.14.1. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  position  held  by  an  employee  who  is  entitled 
to  such  lump  sum  payment  will  not  be  filled  with  either  a  permanent  or 
temporary  replacement  until  such  lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered 
from  funds  budgeted  for  personal  services,  and  further  provided  that  in 
the  event  that  said  position  must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so 
filled  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and 
approval  by  the  Governing  Board  of  a  resolution  providing  funds  for 
the  purpose. 

Section  4  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the 

San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving  funds  and 
reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under 
which  such  fund  was  established.   The  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust  funds  and  reserves  as 
may  be  created  by  either  additional  requests  or  under  other  conditions 
and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance 
with  law  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which 
each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -  That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States 
of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public 
agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation  any  moneys,  or 
property  to  be  convereted  into  money,  there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books 
of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco 
Controller,  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so 
received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been 
received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall 
be  maintained  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains. 
Such  receipts  are  hereby  appropriated   in  accordance  with  law  for  the 
purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt  was 
received. 
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Section  6  -  That  permanent  positions  continued  or  created  by  the 

Governing  Board  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased, 
decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Governing  Board.   Funds  provided  in 
the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of 
the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be 
used  to  provide  for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary 
to  replace  a  permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave 
without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
position.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  certifi- 
cated positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent 
and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  transferred  to  other  permanent 
certificated  positions  when  the  incumbent  of  such  position  becomes 
or  ceases  to  be  a  department  chairperson. 

Section  7  -  That  surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 

permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business  to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the  appropria- 
tion is  a  part.   Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess  of  the  amount 
anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted  Budget  is  for 
the  related  departments  appropriated  for  adjusting  the  provisions  for 
compensation  of  a  permanent  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for 
such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  employee,  whether 
permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  the  compensation  said  employee 
is  legally  entitled  to  receive.   Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess 
of  the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  is  for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
retroactive  classified  salaries  when  salary  rates  are  adjusted  retro- 
actively by  legislative  action  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  the  San  Francisco  Mayor  and  by  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD. 

Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD  auto- 
mobiles or  trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby  appro- 
priated to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or  property. 
Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged  equipment  which 
is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to  Miscellaneous  Revenues  of 
the  General  Fund;  provided  that  where  the  property  is  damaged  during 
construction  and  such  construction  is  funded  from  the  Special  Reserve 
Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall  be  credited  to  the  specific  construction 
project  in  the  Special  Reserve  Fund. 

Section  9  -  All  funds  provided  in  account  number  57012  Reserve  for 

Judgements  and  Claims  are  "Reserved"  and  may  be  expended 
only  upon  release  of  reserve  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Governing 
Board. 
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PART  3  -  CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

Section  1  -  That  since  the  State  of  California  in  February  1981 

directed  that  Child  Care  Tax  Bailout  funds  be  deposited 
in  the  Child  Development  Fund  instead  of  the  General  Fund  resulting 
in  having  expenditures  for  Childrens  Day  Care  Programs  in  the  General 
Fund  and  revenues  from  the  Child  Care  Tax  Bailout  in  the  Child  Develop- 
ment Fund  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1980-81,  appropriation  of  $75,551 
received  during  1980-81  from  the  Child  Care  Tax  Bailout  is  hereby 
made  in  the  Child  Development  Fund  to  "Transfer  to  the  General  Fund" 
to  reimburse  the  General  Fund  for  1980-81  expenditures  in  the 
Childrens  Day  Care  Program. 


PART  4  -  FEES  FOR  CLASSES  NOT  ELIGIBLE  FOR  STATE  APPORTIONMENTS

officially  dropped  by  students  filing  a  petition 
within  two  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester.   The  full 
fee  will  be  refunded  to  students  for  classes  which  are  terminated 
by  the  SFCCD  because  the  paid  attendance  does  not  equal  fifteen  or 
more  paid  students  or  is  otherwise  terminated. 

Section  5  -  That  the  fees  collected  shall  be  deposited  to,  and 

checks  for  fee  refunds  shall  be  drawn  against  the 
commercial  bank  account  entitled  "CCSF  Tuition  Account"  at  the 
Ocean  and  Faxon  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  America,  N.T.  &  S.A.

Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1981-82 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to  place 
various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 

SB  1352  (Marks)  was  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and  became  effec- 
tive on  January  1,  1981  as  Chapter  1205,  Statutes  of  1980.   The  measure  defines 
various  terms  and  prescribes  procedures  to  be  used  in  establishing  the  appropria- 
tions limit  of  various  agencies  such  as  community  college  districts. 

Simply  states,  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is  the 
appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change  in  popu- 
lation.  For  a  community  college  district  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the  change 
in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and  change  in  popula- 
tion is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Each  year  the 
governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at 
a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.  Fifteen  days  prior  to 
such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations  limit 
shall  be  available  to  the  public.  The  determination  of  the  appropriations  limit 
is  a  legislative  act...." 

On  July  21,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  810721-B2 
"Declaring  intention  to  establish  appropriations  limit  for  1981-82  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  7910  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board 
and  making  documentation  to  be  used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  available  to  the  public." 

Since  July  20,  1981,  a  three  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the  deriva- 
tion of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public  inspection  at 
the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco, 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Governing  Board  pursuant  to  Government  Code 

Section  7910  (Gann  Limit)  establishes  the  SFCCD  appropria- 
tions limit  for  the  fiscal  year  1981-82  at  $83,419,265.40. 
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FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  supporting  documentation  has  been 

made  available  to  the  public  for  its 
review  and  that  any  action  to  set  aside  or  annul  this  action 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910  must  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board  within  45  days  of  the  adoption 
of  this  resolution.

Authorization  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Canteen  Food 
and  Vending  Service,  Division  of  Canteen  Corporation,  for 
vending  service  at  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center, 
for  the  period  July  1,  1981  to  September  30,  1981, 
Community  College  Centers 

President  and  Members: 

In  Fall  1979,  a  request  for  proposals  for  food  and  soft  drink  vending 
machine  service  for  the  Downtown  Center  was  developed  and  sent  to  thirty-one 
vendors.   Seven  proposals  were  received  and  evaluated.   Canteen  Food  and  Vend- 
ing Service  was  recommended  on  the  basis  of  percent  of  gross  sales  offered  to 
the  District  as  commission,  prices  charged  for  products  dispensed,  variety  and 
quality  of  products  dispensed,  and  service  characteristics. 

On  October  16,  1979,  by  Resolution  No.  791016-B34,  the  Governing 
Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Canteen  Food  and  Vending  Service  for  the 
initial  period  October  17,  1979  to  June  30,  1980. 

On  June  17,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  800617-B3,  the  Governing  Board 
authorized  the  extension  of  the  contract  to  June  30,  1981.   The  original 
request  for  porposal  and  the  resulting  agreement  contained  a  contract  term 
of  an  initial  period  ending  June  30,  1980  with  extensions  by  mutual  consent 
at  the  quoted  rate  for  a  period  up  to  four  additional  years. 

For  1981-82,  Canteen  Food  and  Vending  Services  has  requested  a 
reduction  in  the  quoted  rates  from  31%-30%-20%-5%  to  a  flat  15%  of  all  sales. 
As  this  is  a  departure  from  the  quoted  rate,  an  extension  of  the  existing 
agreement  is  not  authorized.   It  has  been  determined  that  we  will  be  able  to 
readvertise  request  for  proposals,  evaluate  the  proposals,  make  the  award 
and  install  the  equipment  as  early  as  October  1,  1981.   Accordingly,  it  is 
requested  that  a  three  month  contract  be  authorized  with  Canteen  Food  and 
Vending  Service  until  September  30,  1981  so  that  services  can  continue  while 
new  proposals  are  sought.

Opportunity  Grant  Program  of  the  Community  College 
Centers  Student  Financial  Aid  Program  for  the 
academic  year  1981-82. 

President  and  Members: 

An  initial  authorization  of  $110,880  has  been  made 
available  to  the  Community  College  Centers  by  the  Department  of  Education 
to  cover  the  expenditures  for  enrolled  Basic  Educational  Opportunity  Grant 
participants  for  the  academic  year  1981-82.   The  authorization  represents 
an  estimate  of  funds  needed  to  make  the  necessary  payments  for  the  entire 
academic  year.   Revisions  in  the  authorization  may  be  accomplished  on  a 
scheduled  as  well  as  ad  hoc  basis  by  means  of  a  Progress  Report  submitted  by 
the  Centers  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

In  this  program  all  eligible  students  who  have  filed  an  approved 
BEOG  student  eligibility  report  will  receive  financing.   Grants  will  be 
awarded  on  the  basis  of  strict  statutory  and  Department  of  Education  standards 
which  all  participating  educational  institutions  must  follow. 

The  total  project  cost  is  $110,880,  funded  entirely  by  the  grantor. 
Matching  funds  are  not  required.

Timely,  periodic  removal  of  these  scraps  from  the  premises  would 
benefit  the  educational  program.   These  scraps  do  have  sales  value.   Author- 
ization is  requested  to  conduct  periodic  sales  of  miscellaneous  scraps  for 
the  Fiscal  Year  1981-82.

With  this  rental  agreement,  the  Chinatown  Center 
would  be  able  to  vacate  a  number  of  rental  facilities.   We  have  already  given 
notice  to  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  that  we  are  vacating  their 
education  building  as  of  December  31,  1981  (6  months  notification  required 
by  contract) .  We  have  also  terminated  our  use  of  the  Telegraph  Hill  Neighbor- 
hood Center.   Furthermore,  we  are  going  to  reduce  our  use  of  the  Chinatown 
Resources  Development  Center  by  approximately  60%.   However,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Centers  Division  retain  two  or  three  sites  in  the  immediate  Chinatown 
area,  where  successful  programs  are  being  offered  for  residents  who  live  and 
work  there.   One  of  these  facilities  is  the  First  Chinese  Baptist  Church  at 
15  Waverly  Place,  San  Francisco.   Rent  for  the  past  three  years  was  $450.00 
per  month.   All  maintenance,  utilities  and  custodial  services  are  provided 
by  the  Church.   Due  to  increased  cost  of  operation  and  utilization,  the 
Church  is  requesting  a  rental  increase  to  $775.00  per  month  for  a  period  of 
3  years.   We  have  consulted  with  the  staff  of  the  Director  of  Property, 
Department  of  Real  Estate,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  who  has  recommended 
the  acceptance  of  the  above  rate  as  fair  and  equitable. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted:

President  and  Members: 

On  May  5,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  810505-B9 
authorizing  the  settlement  of  a  complaint  for  damages  filed  by  Dickman  Con- 
struction, Inc.,  and  Dickman  Builders,  Inc.,  a  joint  venture  on  July  31,  1978. 

The  S.  F.  City  Architect  states  that  additional  expenses  have  been 
incurred  for  the  services  of  an  additional  construction  analysis  company  to 
firm  up  the  investigative  work  done  to  settle  the  Downtown  CCC  litigation  and 
that  previous  transfers  to  the  litigation  expense  account  in  his  office  for  the 
Downtown  CCC  are  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  additional  expenses  incurred.   He 
requests  the  $9,585  remaining  in  the  Cloud  Hall  East  account  be  transferred  to 
the  Downtown  CCC  account. 

Funds  are  available  in  the  Reserve  for  Claims  and  Judgments  for 
Litigation  arising  from  construction  account  for  the  Downtown  Community  College 
Center  project  which  may  be  transferred  to  meet  this  additional  expense.   This 
transfer  will  result  in  no  net  extra  cost  to  the  District.

President  and  Members: 

On  February  20,  1979,  by  Resolution  No.  790220-B8,  the  Governing 
Board  authorized  the  lease  of  space  at  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center 
and  John  Adams  Community  College  Center  to  the  Second  Front  Bookstore  to 
operate  as  a  bookstore  for  the  two  Centers.   The  lease  is  for  three  years, 
effective  April  1,  1979  through  March  31,  1982.   The  lease  provided,  among 
other  things, a  rental  of  an  annual  minimum  guarantee  of  $12,000  or  2%  of 
annual  gross  sales,  whichever  is  greater,  and  specified  bookstore  hours  at 
the  John  Adams  Community  College  Center. 

The  above  mentioned  conditions  of  the  lease  were  predicated  on 
certain  level  of  program  offerings  by  both  the  Community  College  Centers 
and  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  the  program  mix.   Due  to 
Proposition  13  and  subsequent  budget  limitations,  the  original  program  design 
for  the  Downtown  Center  was  never  fully  implemented.   There  has  been  a  tremen- 
dous infusion,  for  example,  of  ESL  offerings  at  the  Downtown  Center.   For  ESL 
classes,  classroom  sets  of  textbooks  are  provided  by  law  by  the  District.   For 
1980-81,  attendance  in  ESL  accounted  for  40%  of  Downtown  Center's  total  non- 
credit  student  attendance.   Overall,  instead  of  an  expected  annual  non-credit 
ADA  of  approximately  1700  units  for  the  Downtown  Center,  1980-81  only  produced 
less  than  1300. 

With  this  unexpected  deviation  from  the  original  conditions  of  the 
bookstore  lease,  the  Second  Front  Bookstore  is  facing  serious  financial  troubles, 
Without  some  relief  from  the  provisions  of  the  lease,  said  bookstore  may  not 
be  able  to  continue  operation,  thus  cutting  out  necessary  services  for  the 
District's  students. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS,  the  Governing  Board  at  its  meeting  of  February  20,  1979, 
adopted  Resolution  No.  790220-B8  authorizing  a  lease  providing 
for,  among  other  things,  a  rental  of  an  annual  minimum  guarantee 
of  $12,000  or  2%  of  annual  gross  sales,  whichever  is  greater, 
and  specified  bookstore  hours  at  the  John  Adams  Community 
College  Center; 

WHEREAS,  the  Second  Front  Bookstore  has  now  requested  amendment 
of  the  Lease  Agreement  as  follows : 

(1)   That  the  annual  minimum  guaranteed  rental  be  reduced 
from  $12,000  or  2%  of  annual  gross  sales,  whichever 
is  greater,  to  $5,152  or  2%  of  annual  gross  sales, 
whichever  is  greater;  and 
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(2)   that  the  specified  bookstore  hours  at  the  John  Adams 
Community  College  Center  be  reduced  to:

By  Governing  Board  Resolutions  Nos.  791016-B31,  791030-B1,  and 
810203-B10,  City  College  was  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  funds 
to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Education,  Special  Services  for  Disadvantaged 
Students,  in  the  amount  of  $701,458.83  for  the  period  July  1,  1980  to 
June  30,  1984. 

City  College  has  been  awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $113,826  for 
the  second  year  of  the  project.   The  first-year  award  was  $107,449  plus  the 
SFCCD  contribution.   The  funds  will  be  used  to  provide  instructional  assis- 
tance to  disadvantaged  students.   The  project  will  include  funds  for  study 
skills  and  basic  skills  assistance,  instructional  support,  counseling,  tutors, 
equipment,  materials  and  supplies.

Community  College  District  to  enter  into  a  twenty  year  rental  agreement  with 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  the  use  of  John  Hancock  School  by 
the  Chinatown  North  Beach  Community  College  Center.   With  this  rental  agree- 
ment, the  Chinatown  Center  would  be  able  to  vacate  a  number  of  rental  facilities. 
A  notice  was  given  to  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Chinese  Church  that  we  are  vacating 
their  education  building  as  of  December  31,  1981.   We  have  also  terminated  our 
use  of  the  Telegraph  Hill  Neighborhood  Center  as  of  July  31,  1981. 

The  Community  College  Centers  Division  has  been  using  approximately 
3665  square  feet  of  space  at  Chinatown  Resources  Development  Center  located  at 
615  Grant  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  up  to  August  31,  1981,  at  a  monthly  rate  of 
$500.00.   All  maintenance,  utilities  and  custodial  services  are  provided  by 
the  Lessor.   We  are  now  planning  to  reduce  the  usage  of  this  site  by  approxi- 
mately 60%  for  the  rest  of  the  fiscal  year.   As  a  result,  the  rent  should  be 
reduced  accordingly. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Business,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  rental 
agreement  with  the  Chinatown  Resources  Development  Center,  615  Grant 
Avenue,  San  Francisco,  for  the  use  of  approximately  1000  square  feet 
of  floor  space; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  rental  for  the  use  of  said  space 

shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $200.00  per  month 
to  include  all  maintenance,  utilities  and  custodial  services.   The 
term  of  the  rental  agreement  shall  be  from  September  1,  1981  thru 
June  30,  1982. 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  Lessee  not  be  responsible  for 

damage  by  fire,  earthquake,  the  elements, 
or  enemy  attack,  including  any  action  taken  by  the  military,  naval, 
or  air  forces  of  the  United  States,  except,  however,  that  the  Lessee 
shall  be  responsible  for  damage  by  its  own  negligence;  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:    That  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  San 

Francisco  Community  College  District  shall 
arise  under  this  agreement  unless  performed  under  the  authority  of  a 
"Term  Purchase  Agreement"  issued  by  the  District  and  approved  by  the 
Real  Estate  Department  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  Community  College 
District,  and  duly  certified  as  to  funds  by  the  Controller  of  said 
City  and  County  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  6.302  of  the 
Charter  of  said  City  and  County.
